S$ not the Ceremony of 
Churching of Wimen af- 
ter Child-bearing uf-d as 
4 Signification of their 
being purified, according 
to tie Ancient Rite in 
che Levitical Law ?

A. It is certain in the firft Place that our Church 
inftitated this Rite for no fuch Parpofe, and none but 
her bitter Enemies pur any fuch Interpretation upon 
it, he on'y Reafon of the Inftimution ts, thar Wo- 
men ater their Deliverance from {fo great Pain and 
Sorrow may give a pwblick Teftimony of their thank- 
ful Minds to God. In the mean Time they are by 
no means forbid Entrance into the Church ; though 
“tis true ther abftaining from publick Affemblies,*and 
feparation from the Church during that [ntetval, is 
judged moit convenient for the fame Reafon that 
they were actually obliged ro it inthe Levitical Law ;

(lays Leo Conft. 17.) quam ob alias caufas in intima 
legis ratione reconditas, et veters prohibitum effe lege et 
gratie tempus traditionis loco fufcepiffe puto, Ex:ftimo 
fiquidem facram Legem id prefcripiffe, quo proservam 
eorum gui in?omp:ranter viverent concupifcentiam cafl.- 
garet, quemidmodum et alia multa per alia precepha 
ordinantur et prefcribuntir, quo indomitus quorundam in 
mulieres ftimulus retundatur. Quin et bec providentie 
gue legem confiitui’ voluntas eft, ut partus a de prava- 
tione liberi jint. Quia enim quicquid natura fup:rvae 
caneum eft, idiom carruptivum eft et inutsle, quod hic 
fanguis fuperfi.us fic, que illi cbnoxie effent in immun- 
ditie, adid cemporis vivere ila lex jubet, quo ipfo ecsam 
nominis fono lafcivi concupifcentia ad tempsratiam redi- 
getur, ne ex sinutili et corrupta materia ip/um animans 
coagmente:ur. This whole Paffage we have given un- 
tranflated, for which our Learned Readers will readi- 
ly find our the Reafon.
